New Air Suspension Available 


Monotrack Engineering, a fairly new 
design and manufacturing firm in Costa 
Mesa, Calif. which specializes in 
motorcycle components, has- hit the 
market with an invention that promises 
to revolutionize motorcycle roadholding 
(or dirt-holding, as the case may be). 
The invention is an air suspension for 
the rear swinging arm, that replaces the 
shock absorbers and coil springs of any 
motorcycle. Long recognized as the 
ultimate suspension medium, air units 
have lacked the technology to be 
practical — up until now, says Daniel E. 
Hanebrink, of Monotrack Engineering. 

In his book, Motorcycle Engineering, 
bike designer P.E. Irving points out that 
"in whatever way it is compressed, air 
has the property of providing a 
progressive. spring-rate...A normal, 
parallel-wound helical coil spring has a 
constant rate; that is to say, if it takes 
100 Ib. to compress it one inch, and so 
on until it becomes coil-bound. 
However, with air the rate rises 
continuously from the start of 
compression until it reaches an 
infinitely high value at the end of the 
stroke. Furthermore, as air cannot be 
compressed into no space at all, 
mechanical bottoming is impossible.” 

Air suspension for motorcycles offers 
several distinct advantages over 
conventional, spring operated shock 
absorbers. Progressive action is the chief 
advantage, meaning you don’t get 
wheel-hop or bottoming: the tire stays 
in contact with the road surface even 
over farily substantial bumps. According 
to Hanebrink, the air suspension absorbs 
bumps sufficiently to prevent a machine 
from “launching” and the rear wheel 
remains in driving contact with the 
track a greater percentage of the time. 
One can imagine the seconds per lap 
that could trim off a racer’s time. 

Sealing and mechanical wear have 
historically been the Achilles heel of air 
suspensions, but Monotrack claims. to 
have brought these problems under 
control by using materials and 
techniques designed for the lunar 
landing modules (which изе air 
suspension legs, by the way). Each 
strut of the Monotrack suspension 
consists of a steel plunger operating

piston-fasion inside an alloy tube, which 
is closed at the top except for a hose 
outlet, leading to a central accumulator. 
When a bump is met, the pressure is 
transmitted hydraulically viathe hose to 
the accumulator, where it forces against 
a diaphragm. Opposing the pressure, on 
the other side of the diaphragm, is 
about 150 Ibs per square inch of air 
pressure, introduced into the 
accumulator by an air hose. Hanebrink 
admits the accumulator loses pressure 
over a period time, but this poses no 
problem, as he simply fills it to the 
prescribed pressure, using a 
conventional air compressor, and it 
stays up for a couple of weeks. 

Rebound action is limited by a cable 
shackle connecting each plunger with its 
tube. The complete suspension is simple 
as a stone ax, yet with metallurgy and 
machining tolerances as sophisticated as 
the latest lunar exploration module. 

The Montrack Engineering’ air 
suspension setup is available to serious 
racers only, at a price of $135 complete, 
with a money-back guarantee of 
satisfaction. It appears to be the hot 
setup for road racing, motocross and 
cross country events. Monotrack’s 
address is 959-A West 17th St., Costa 
Mesa, Calif.

On November 8, 1970 the Hayward 
Motorcycle Club ran the Cow Bell

AMA'S INTERPRETATION, 


On behalf. of the American 
Motorcycle Association, please let me 
make comment on your article “Little 
Decided By A.M.A. Congress" appearing 
in your November 17, 1970 edition of 
Cycle News West. In regard to the newly 
adopted rule to be written into the 
1971 Amateur rule book: ‘All events 
are required to be run with machines 
having a muffler meeting an established 
standard except for road racing, dirt 
track, outdoor short track, hillclimb, 
scrambles, moto-cross, ice race, drag 
race, and record trials. The clubs have 
the choice to advertise and sanction 
muffled races at any of the above listed 
races." 

Your analysis of this rule states 
"about the only races silencers are 
required at are indoor short track races 
and it isn't clear whether the rule 
applies to professional races or not." In 
fact, however, there are large areas of 
our sport where this rule applies that 
you have failed to mention. Some of 
these are enduro riding, cross country or 
marathon, and hare and hound racing. 
Being intimately aware of the land use 
situation that is already becoming 
critical in. California and that will 
probably soon effect the whole nation 
likewise, would you not agree that these 
are the areas where noise is most 
offensive to the public? 

You are correct in reporting that the 
rule was modified on the floor by the 
Congress, but we should point out to 
your readers that the Congress did not 
leave it nearly so toothless as you would 
have them believe. 

Furthermore, you notice that the rule 
mentions a standard to be established. 
We have begun work on this standard 
and can assure you that it will establish 
an acceptable noise level for A.M.A. 
road events that is below that presently 
being accepted by many states.

ONTARIO, CALIF., Nov. 24 — Motorcycle racing’s richest event ever has been 
programmed into Ontario Motor Speedway for Oct. 17, 1971, by track president, 


David B. Lockton. Lockton has received confirmation from American Motorcycle : 


Association leaders who met in Columbus, Ohio, that a four-day $50,000 program 
for their riders has been granted full approval. It also will be open to international 
cyclists. A 200-mile race on OMS' 3.2-mile infield road course on Oct. 17 will be the 
highlight of the weekend program. More than 100 of the world's greatest riders will 
compete in that event for a purse twice as great as any other offered in cycling. 

Lockton also revealed that a week-long motorcycle trade show is being planned in 
conjuction with the racing program. It would be held within the 720-acre, 25-million 
dollar speedway complex, racing's newest and largest multi-purpose motor 
competition plant. The Ontario cycling classic, with its huge purse, also would pay 
more points to riders, conceivably deciding a world championship. Points in the 
AMA structure are based on purse monies.

J.N. is a dragonfly, buzzing six 
directions all at once and always finding 
the fastest trail leading to the big 
jackpot in Las Vegas. He is a plume of 
dust on the horizon, a deep, metallic 
roar approaching .the Viewfinders pits. 
He goes past you so fast you barely even 
see him, you’d have to be a helicopter 
to keep up with J.N. Roberts in his 
home territory, the California desert. 

Two thousand motorcycles 
thundered away from the starting line at 
Yermo, Calif., just east of Barstow, with 
145 miles to go to the finish line at the 
foot of the mountains separating Las 
Vegas, Nevada from California. All the 
Experts and Amateurs,  trailbikes 
included, got away in the’ first wave at 
nine am. on the Saturday after 
Thanksgiving. About 20 minutes later, 
the Novice ranks, nearly 1,000 strong, 
disappeared in a wedge of dust, pointed 
toward the smoke bomb. At first, the 
trailbike contenders found the going a 
little bit hairy, with 500cc and Open 
class 40-inchers beside them on the trail. 
It was difficult for a little 100cc to take 
command. But once settled down, the 
trailbike riders liked the starting 
procedure — no problems with passing 
hundreds. of bigger, slower scooters in 
the opaque dust. Terry Clark, Mitch 
Mayes and Jeff Wright were slugging it 
toe to toe in the trailbike class, close to 
40th overall at the first gas check, 45 
miles out. Clark and Mayes pittted, 
handing the lead to Wright, who gassed 
up at a later check. 

J.N. was the first to arrive at the 
number one gas stop. "I guess I took 
over the lead about six or seven miles 
out," the winner recalls. “I knew Pd 
passed everyone but [Tom] Muto. I 
thought he was ahead of me, so I really 
turned it on. But I guess he was crashed 
in the weeds somewhere, because I'd 
passed him." 

Muto was 2nd into the first gas 
check, followed by Dick Camp on a 
250cc Bul, then Rich Thorwaldson on 
his Rickman. “I was only worried about 
Thorwaldson and Poteet,” J.N. revealed 
at the finish. “Those dudes are both 
racers...they charge all the way. The rest 
of the guys are just Sunday riders.” 
Compared to J.N., I guess that’s so, just 
as Aberg, Kring, etc. are just Sunday 
riders compared to J.N.’s near-namesake 
Joel. 

But Steve Kirk didn’t look like he 
was just out for a pleasant ride as he 
blasted his Montesa into the 3rd gas 
check at the state line just 10 minutes 
behind J.N.He seemed to be all business, 
as was Rich Thorwaldson, 3rd at the 
time.

following a road crossing on the last 
section that drew blood from several 
who hit it too hot, including 
Thorwaldson. 

As near as we can tell, the first 
Novice, finishing a remarkable 28th 
overall, after a 20-minute delayed start, 
was a young man named Rocky White, 
riding, of all things, a Honda.

SMOKEY THE BEAR STRIKES AGAIN 
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By Ron Schneiders 


LUCERNE, CALIF., Nov. 29, 1970 — 
This article was supposed to be a first 
hand report on the second annual 
Slo-Pokes Enduro, a tough, 120-mile 
forest run in the Lake Pillsbury-Clear 
Lake region. I expected it to be one of 
the best of the year; it had to be to be 
worth a 1,200-mile round trip drive. We 
arrived in Lucerne Saturday morning 
about 9 a.m. and found a bunch of the 
Slo-Pokes having breakfast in one of the 
town's few open restaruants. Lucerne is 
a summer resort town and not much is 
open after September. 

The Slo-Pokes were gathered around 
a table discussing a rumor that their run 
had been cancelled. That's right, a 
rumor. The gas station owner told the 
restaurant owner that he had seen a 
report on the late news that the run was 
cancelled by the Forest Service. I 
listened to the conversation with, I 
suppose, the same sort of emotions that 
a guy feels when he gets a draft notice: 
helplessness and fuktility. Hours of bike 
preparation, a lot of money, an all night 
600 mile drive, all down the tubes. 

I asked the Slo-Pokes if it could be 
true. They didn't know. The Forest 
Service had made them change the 
proposed course four different times. 
One day a particular section would be 


all right, the next day it wouldn't. The 
club was never sure just where they 
stood. Finally there was an arrangement 
made where the club had two course, a 
wet course and a dry course, and the 
Forest Service would tell them on the 
day of the run which they were to use. 
The wet course wasn't really an enduro; 
it was a dirt road run, but presumably it 
wouldn't cause anyone any problems. 
The Slo-Pokes weren't: happy with 
the dual course arrangement. They 
wanted to run an enduro and weather is 
as much a part of the challenge of an 
enduro as the rocks and the trees. But 
they agreed because it seemed that at 
least they were guaranteed to be able to 
furnish some kind of run to the over 
1,000 riders who were expected. If 
relations with the Forest Service were 
less than ideal, relations with other 
involved parties were excellent. The 
Lucerne Board of Supervisors agreed to 
allow the run to start in the town ball 
park and let the dirt bikes use the paved 
town streets for the beginning of the 
run. The Lion's Club was to provide 
breakfast on the day of the run. The 
Fouts Spring School, a local school for 
boys was to furnish lunch, gas and oil 
for all the contestants at the noon stop. 
The town was not motivated entirely by 
love of enduro riders. Lucerne is a 


summer town —in the winter it slowly

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dies of starvation. 1000 riders and their 
families would bring some 10,000 
badly needed dollars into the town. 

The Slo-Pokes tried without success 
to call the Forest Service and find out if 
their run was indeed cancelled. Finally 
they had to drive to the headquarters 
which was in the next town. I finished 
my breakfast and then followed them. 
At the Forest Service office there was a 
curt press release taped to the door 
stating that the run was cancelled by 
order of The Mendocino Forest 
Supervisor, Lloyd Britton. As reasons it 
was stated that it had been “raining 
steadily", that the roads were “deep in 
mud” that there was “snow at low 
elevations” and that there would be 
“extreme watershed damage.” 

Since there was no one at all at the 
Forest Service office, there seemed little 
point in standing around looking at the 
proclamation. I drove back to Lucerne 
and waited for the Slo-Pokes. At 10:30 
they arrived, about 10 of them, and I 
told tham I was from Cycle News and 
asked what their response was to the 
cancellation. 

It seems as though the cancellation 
was actually ordered by a Mr. Riggs 
whose title is ‘Resource Officer.” 
Britton, whose name was on the press 
release, simply rubber-stamped Riggs’ 
decision. According to the Slo-Pokes, 
Riggs is new to the area and has never 
been to many of the areas that they 
proposed to use in the enduro. When 
they got hold of him, he kept referring 
to “that Cowbell mess”, quite oblivious 
to the fact that he had already insured 
against that by insisting on the wet 
course which was all dirt road. Leonard 
Jay, Secretary of the Slo-Pokes, offered 
to drive Riggs over the course in his 
bright red Econóvan to show him that 
there was not any danger of a Cowbell 
“mess”, but Riggs declined. That ‘was 
the end; the run was cancelled. Period. 
No reason was given for the fact that 
the club was not notified at all nor for 
the last-minute decision. (It had been 
raining for several days; it was not some 
sudden emergency, like a forest fire.) 

It seemed to me that there were two 
areas of. high-handedness. One 
concerned the cavalier manner in which 
the Slo-Pokes (and we contestants) had 
been treated by the Forest Service 


bureaucracy. The other concerned the 
real reasons for the run’s cancellation. It 
was true that it had been “raining 
steadily”. But it usually does in that area 
in November. The same goes for the 
"snow at low elevations" objection. In 
fact, the snow will be even lower for the 
Iron Horse Enduro and the Sawmill 
Enduro which are scheduled for early 
next year. Are they to be cancelled, as 
well? As stated, the roads were muddy, 
but again they usually are at that time 
of year. 

The only reason that seemed to have 
any validity was the possiblity of 
watershed damage. In lieu of any better 
ideas, to check this out I unloaded my 
scooter and rode up into the hills. It was 
raining hard and the roads were muddy. 
I suddenly became convinced that even 
a dirt road run might be challenging. 
Riding cross-country our bikes cut deep 
into the soaked soil and it seemed to me 
quite obvious that on the wrong trail 
that bikes could do a lot of damage. But 
on the roads it was another story. They 
could run every bike in California over 
those roads without doing any 
substantial damage and that is where the 
club was proposing to run on this very 
wet weekend. We could barely leave 
tracks in the road surface, let alone 
damage it. The roads were built to 
withstand the assault of gigantic logging 
rigs. My bike and I together weigh less 
than one wheel of one of those rigs. In 
short, in this rider’s opinion, the reasons 
given for the cancellation were not 
reasonable. But even if they were 
legitimate, all the conditions and 
reasons existed four days before the 
event, so that there was absolutely no 
reason for a last minute cancellation. 

If you were one of the riders who was 
inconvenienced by this decision, you 
might write to Lloyd Britton and ask 
him to investigate things before he signs 
them. You might also write to your U.S. 
Congressman and find out whether the 
forests do indeed belong to the people. 
Because if they do, iressponsible public 
officials can be made to answer to the 
people for their decisions. 

The  Slo-Pokes are going to 
re-schedule their run and they are going 
to try to obtain a signed contract from 
the Forest Service to prevent a 
repetition of this week’s nonsense.

MOTO-BETA ENGINE STRIP. 


Moto-Beta seems to have been one of 
the most popular of the lightweight 
Italian imports and many were sold 
across the U.S. to riders interested 
mostly in a lightweight dirt bike. Like 
so many of the Italian machines, it 
sports an engine built by F.B. Minarelli, 
so this engine strip could be suitable for 
any number of machines. This is not 
meant to be a step-by-step disassembly, 
but more in the line of suggestions of 
things to watch for and hints to make 
the job a little easier. 





ў ШИ , 
1.) As the head gasket seal is with a lip 
on the cylinder, a small amount of 
grinding compound is placed on the 
barrel lip and the head rotated back and 
forth on it to lap in the two surfaces. 
After you have lapped them in, be 
positive you have washed away all traces 
of the grinding compound before 
re-assembling the engine. 













2.) The electrics should be gone over 
before re-assembly and after assembly, 
the ignition should always be double 
checked. Riders report good results with 
the timing set anywhere from 2.8mm to 
3.6mm BTDC. | have had good results 
on a slightly modified engine set at 
3.0mm BTDC. Shown here also is the 
flywheel puller that must be used when 
removing the flywheel, if you don’t 
have one, purchase one.

3.) When removing this type of clutch 
unit with the spring-clip type of 
retainer, it is a lot easier to make up a 
tool from bits and pieces found around 
the shop than to try to compress it in a 
vice.

4.) First remove the adjusting screw and 
lock nut and replace them with a large 
bolt that will thread into the plate in 
place of the adjuster. Using a spacer and 
a large washer with a small hole, the 
bolt can be drawn down until the 
springs are compressed enough to 


remove the spring clip. The springs can 
be set aside as a unit until ready for 
assembly. 





5.) This is the complete clutch 
assembly, check the steel plates for 
glazing, if apparent, rough up with a 
piece of sandpaper using circular 


strokes. If the bonded plates are bad, 
they must be replaced. 





6.) This is what will confront you as the 
left-hand case is taken away. Always 
check. for shims and thrust washers as 
they are very important, also check the 
left hand case for any that may have 
been held in to the case by oil film. 


7.) A diagram like this for the case 
screws similar to this is a good method 
to not only keep from losing the screws, 
but upon re-assembly it will assist you 
in getting the right screws into the right 
holes. 





8.) These are the important parts to 
make the engine run, they should be 


checked thoroughly. Before 
re-assembly, the barrel should be 
de-glazed and a new set of rings should 
be fitted. A close examination will show 
the top ring to be of the “Dykes” type 
which can only be installed one way and 
only in the top groove.

9.) When the bearings are to be 
replaced, the case should first be heated. 
If a blower unit as pictured is not 
available, the kitchen oven will work 
just as well, or even a propane torch. 
The bearings should never be removed 
or replaced without first heating up the 
cases, 





10.) Check the shifter forks and shifter 
cam for wear, both forks work off the 
same cam groove and any wear can 
cause problems. 











11.) Both sliding gears are on the same 
shaft and the area where the shifter 
forks ride as well as the engagement 
dogs should be closely inspected for 
wear.

12.) The shifting and transmission 
assembly ready to be installed into the 
case. The knack of inserting them as a 
group is not too hard to acquire and 
makes the job a lot easier than setting 
them in the case individually.

13.) If for no other reason than to keep 
it neat, this rubber “O” ring on the 
clutch operating shaft should be 


replaced as it keeps oil from seeping out 
around the shaft. 






14.) When re-assembling, if the engine is 
placed in a cardboard box or on a small 
wooden frame made from 2 x 4's, the 
shafts will protrude down inside and the 
case will be held securely while it is 
assembled. After the engine has been 
assembled, look closely to be positive 
there has been nothing forgotten.

SAN FRANCISCO, CALIF., Nov. 29, 
1970 — Battling both fierce competitors 
and drizzling rain, Ake Jonsson sped to 
a first place overall finish in the 
next-to-last running of the Inter-Am 
series today. 

Even with the on-and-off rain that 
drenched the area, most of the 
Europeans still looked exceptionally 
fast as the International class toured the 
one-mile circuit approximately 20 
seconds faster than their American 
counterparts. 

When it began, Jonsson did not 
appear to be in contention at all as 
Suzuki ace Sylvain Geboers took an 
early lead trailed quickly by Chris 
Hammargren and Bengt Aberg. While 
this pair was dicing away at the second 
place position, Ake was running smooth 
and quite unnoticed at about eighth. 

Suddenly, Geboers dropped out of 
the lead and Hammargren and Aberg, 
still dicing, charged in front. Before 
long, Jonsson made his presence felt as

he, too, eased by Geboers to take third. 
The battle for first was finally won by 
Aberg with Hammargren second, 
Jonsson third and Geboers fourth, two 
spots ahead of top American Bob 
Grossi. 

In the second moto Jonsson got a 
good start and took the lead, never 
losing it for the duration of the race. 
Hammargren was again second while a 
tight battle for third was won by Aberg 
ahead of Geboers. 

The third moto was expected to be a 
close battle between the four as only a 
small amount of points separated their 
overall position. But a surprise occurred 
— only for a short time, however. 

At the drop of the flag, Ake Jonsson 
took off strong, right beside Brad 
Lackey. Lackey, who had been riding 
the Trans-AMA series up to this point, 
looked incredibly fast as he and Jonsson 
locked handlebars for three quarters of 
the first lap, running side by side. 

Experience in foul weather racing 
appeared to pay off for Jonsson, 
however, and Lackey spilled at the

bottom of a rough hill. This put him out 
of contention as he could never catch 
up. At the finish it was’ Jonsson, 
Hammargren, Geboers and Aberg. 

The very tight overall standings 
showed Ake taking it all, with 
Hammargren second on the strength of 
his three runner-up finishes. Geboers 
took third while Aberg fourth despite 
that first moto win. 

Top American was Bob Grossi, 
although he had stiff competition from 
John DeSoto. 

Gary Bailey and Carl Cranke had a 
fierce battle in the 250 Sr. go and the 
Greeves mounted Southern Californian, 
Bailey, finally won out after losing 
Cranke, who was in turn passed by Jim 
Schmidt and had to settle for third. 

The 125 Sr. was a different story for 
Cranke, however, as he pushed his Sachs 
to a run-away win in both motos. He 
had a little trouble from Lars Larsson in 
the first race, though. ; 

Maico racer Chris Carter also made 
his attempts in the 250 Jr. class a 
run-away effort, as did Dave Hansen 
(Mai) in the 500 Jr.

[For those who are not aware of 
how the money system works, the 
top riders are under contract to 
various agencies such аз the 
distributors, dealers or factories. 
The contract usually requires that 
they show up for the races every 
week with a bike that will finish. 
They cannot get on any other 
brand of bike during the year and 
they must produce wins or good 
finishes on a fairly regular basis. 
They must also serve in a 
consulting-engineering process. For 
this they usually get enough money 
to defray their racing expenses. 
These aregeneralized contract terms; 
individual riders of course, will have 
somewhat different terms. No rider 
that I know of is making enough to 
enable him to quit working.] 
Rich was quite amused by the 
suggestion that he [or other riders] 
might get the pinks to their 


motorcycles at the end of the year. “I 
wouldn't want the pink to a 
motorcycle that I’ve raced all year,” 
he said. He was anything but amused 
by the suggestion that “professionals” 
would endanger other riders simply 
because there was. money involved. 
"Racers go as hard as they can in every 
race, whether they're going for big 
money or a three-dollar trophy. You

“The rule was made so that a rider 
wouldn’t have to ride every race of the 
year in order to be in contention, but 
it hasn’t worked because the best score 
is 20 wins in 20 maximum point runs, 
so you have to come as close to that as 
possible.” I asked how many races he 
had missed this year and he could only 
remember three. “And those weren’t 
maximum point events,” he said. He 
failed to finish four races that he 
started. Two flat tires, one engine 
problem and one truck accounted for 
those. Now he has to do well in at 
least two of the remaining six events 
this year to erase the two 7ths. 

Naturally I [and the Cycle News 
readers, I hope] was curious about 
Rich’s plans for the future. Would he 
continue with Rickman? Was he going 
to continue to race desert, or perhaps 
switch to motocross? Rich was very 
He currently has three 
offers for the coming year but they are 
to some extent contingent upon his 
winning the Number One plate.

know this is true,” he challenged. He’s 
right; I do.

he like to continue with them? 

“Yes, I like the Rickman very much 
and Steens has been quite good to 
me,” Rich said.

But he 
doesn’t ride often enough to win 
Number One. After that, I guess Larry 
Bergquist and Whitey [Martino] .” 

How about Tom Poteet? 

“Tom is really good, but I have the 
horsepower over him.” 

Someplace along іп our 
conversation, Rich made two 
comments that I remember, without 
being able to remember the exact 
context. He said, “Whitey and I used 
to be good friends, even rode down 
Baja together, before I started going 
for Number One. Now he doesn’t even 
speak to me.” And “Jack Morgan 
doesn't even pit with us anymore." 

I’m not sure I envy Rich 
Thorwaldson. It might be a very lonely 


place in the world that he’s headed for 
and whatever money he gets probably 
won’t be that much compensation.

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AMA FINALE TO RO

PUYALLUP, WASH., Nov. 29, 1970 — 
Joel Robert and the new Suzuki literally 
crushed the opposition in winning the 
heavyweight feature class at the final 
race of the Trans-AMA Series. 

The incredible Belgium did it the 
hardest way possible when, in the first 
moto he got off to a terrible start, and 
was bumped off the course in the first 
turn. He then came up from dead last to

pass the entire field. John Banks and 
company were out in front, making it 
Iook like a runaway for BSA until the 
fantastic Suzuki factory rider came up 
from out of the blue. 

Robert went so fast through the pack 
that it was obvious to all that he would 
win even when he was still back in 10th 
place. It was the kind of all out razor's 
edge riding that is usually only seen on 
the European Grand Prix circuit and not 
in this country where these champions 
are on semi-vacation. And, it only lasted 
until just before he took over the lead 
from the formidable Mr. Banks who 
does not yield very radily. 

Once into the lead it was an easy ride 
to the finish followed by Banks, and 
Husqvarna rider Gunnar Lindstrom and 
a row of BSA's. However, it seems Joel 
was seen “digging out” prior to the 
start, presumably to improve his 
traction, and was to be peanlized one 
position for this infraction which had 
been specifically forbidden at the rider’s 
meeting. This was really kind of a 
nit-picking item since it didn’t effect his 
start. 

Robert was understandably upset 
and, when informed of this by AMA 
referee Dave Welch, he let lose with a 
most unpleasant ear-scorching tirade 
that was directed at the official 
individually and the AMA, generally. 
Then it was discovered that John Banks 
also pulled a “no-no” when he pushed 
against a rubber band starter. Isn't that 
just awful! And, he too was bounced 
back one position. This development 
left Gunnar Lindstrom as the winner of 
the moto with Robert in second and 
John Banks third. 
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As far as the crowd was concerned, 
Robert was the hands down winner and 
Banks second and they just couldn't 
understand how these technicalities 
could deprive them of their win. 
Frankly neither could I. 

The final round wasn't quite so 
dramatic as the first since Robert got a 
decent start, fifth or sixth, and had little 
difficulty getting past all those BSA's, 
which with their tremendous horse 
power had won the drag race to the first 





turn. 

Jeff Smith was fairly close to Robert 
throughout the race and it appeared to 
most of the fans to be a good battle, 
although many others could see that the 
Belgium ace was not turning it on 
full-bore and was simply running a 
smart race to be sure of the win. 

Ole Pettersson overcame a mechanical 
problem on his Suzuki that knocked 
him out of a good position in the first 
moto and ran a strong third in this one. 

Banks was relegated to fourth this 
time with teammate Nicoll and 
Hickman sixth and seventh behind 
Gunnar Lindstrom, fifth. They ran that 
way most of the race and that’s how 
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they finished. Overall it was Joel Robert 
winning, Lindstrom second, with Jeff 
Smith, Banks, Nicoll and Hickman 
bringing in third through fifth for the 
Birmingham Small Arms factory. 

Chuck “Feets” Minert and Dave 
Aldana were 17th and 15th overall on 
their soon-to-be-released-to-the-public 
BSA’s. Dick Burleson from Toledo, 
Ohio, won first American for the series 
with his 14th place today. Sonny Defeo 
on a CZ from New York state showed 
real style and speed in earning a seventh 
overall and first American for the day. 

The support class was won going 
away by Easterner Barry Higgins. His 
Ossa didn’t miss a beat as he rode 
brilliantly to capture both motos from 
the hard charging Californian Tom Rapp 
on a Bultaco. The next three places 
were Maico-Country, as local heroes Bill 
Cook, Rick Poulin, and Mike Welland 
were all mounted. In for sixth was Jim 


Joel Robert was overall winner, again (Ho-Hum). 

















Pomeroy on a Yamaha who had his ups 
and downs with a fabulous first moto 
third place, winning a terrific dice with 
Poulin, and a miserable eighth in the 
second heat. 

Poulin who was fourth in each moto, 
was handicapped somewhat by riding a 
borrowed machine but still made a fine 
show, especially in the first moto, which 
he lead for a time. 

Despite freezing temperatures, the 
biggest crowd of the series, over 6000, 
was on hand to see this final round of 
the Trans-AMA Series. The one mile 
course was in excellent shape for the 
race and several of the Europeans 
thought it was the best on the circuit, 
and comparable to the best of the 
European courses. 

Plans for next year’s series which are 
already underway will definitely include 
this very fine motocross facitlity.

Saturday evening, January 30th, the AMA professionals return for an indoor short 
track National Championship paying $10,000 in prize money. Over the track’s short 
history a Triumph, a Harley-Davidson, and a Bultaco have won on the Astrodome’s 
oval, and 1971’s favorites are former Grand National Champion Mert Lawwill and 
new Grand National Champion Gene Romero. The Astrodome events, proving very 
popular as openers of the AMA’s half million dollar Championship series in past 
years, are expected to draw a capacity crowd this January.

Revels was again present and battling 
down to the wire in both the 100 TT 
and 125 FT, each time falling short to 
Sanders. 

In the 250 Flat Track, Chris Smith 
jumped out in front of Gary Scott for 
the lead through the first turn while 
Sanders was giving chase in third. With 
two laps remaining, Smith went down 
and Scott charged into the lead. On the 
last lap, however, Sanders claimed 
another victim as he took the lead and 
win with an excellently recovered Smith 
in second. Scott dropped to third. 

On Sunday, Dec. 6, Trojan Speedway 
will put on a pair of 50-lappers plus 
dunecycle races. Invading the track are 
many of the speedway stars of this year 
including U.S. Speedway Champion 
Rick Woods, Wild Bill Cody, Sonny 
Nutter and Larry Shaw. The two “long 
ones” take place on the TT ‘course and 
will be for 100-125cc bikes and 250cc 
machines. Gates open at 11 a.m. for this 
Sunday affair.

If a motorcycle rider is caught on one of these trails, he is subject 
to a 6-month jail sentence and/or a large fine.

At the end of 
the day I was suspected of doing it on 
purpose to check out the scoring system 
for errors. That day I had no such idea 
in mind, in fact, that had never even 
occurred to me, I was just in there for 
the love of the sport and I had to blow 
it!

threads on this tale of disaster, the 
scoring system the AMA uses is pretty 
good although it's not what most of us 
are accustomed to see. For those not 
familiar with it, here's how it works: 
every rider has his own scorer. You sit 
near a big clock (cardbox) and as your 
man comes through, you have him lined 
up on a specific point, big rock, marker 
pole, whatever you pick out and as he 
comes through you glance at the clock 
and write down the specific time. At the 
same time the AMA official scorers have 
another set of charts going so one 
system double-checks the other and by 
my goof-up I put some of my friends to 
extra work in checking back over their 
tapes to make sure where the goof was. 
Believe me, it wasn't intentional. 

Afterward, when I collected my card 
for the second round it made me cat 
grin a bit to myself when I was told I'd 
missed John on a lap and the way the 
time card “should have looked.” Just 
because the times aren’t consistent lap 
after lap doesn’t mean that a man 
doesn’t come through. People fall down 
a lot more in motocross than they do in 
flat-track or road racing and although 
the actual minute recording of their 
time looks different on the score card, 
doesn’t necessarily mean they have 
missed a lap. Anyway, it was quite an 
experience. 

So on with the day’s scramblin’ 
activities. The AMA’s Mr. Tom Clark 
nailed me, very upset. I guess he’d 
finally got to hear of the column I did 
on the FIM license bit. That was a few 
weeks back but anyway, no Mr. Clark, I 
am not in the business to make money, 
maybe somebody is but it isn’t me. The 
average motorcycle journalist is in the 
business because he loves the sport 
because the pay we receive for getting 
the word is not alone enough to 
compensate you for the dirt, dust and 
hours you spend on your feet, not to 
mention the hassles you go through. 

Don’t get me wrong. Mr. Clark is 
trying, and for a change it was 
refreshing to have it out with someone 
who didn’t attempt to turn on the 
charm, hand out the good old 
codswallop, etc. He came in fair and 
round two should take place over a cup 
of coffee or tea with both of us, 
especially him, under less pressure.

PACIFIC CREST TRAIL 


I have just returned from San 
Francisco where I attended the initial 
meeting of the Pacific Crest Trail 
Advisory Council. In 1968, the U.S. 
Congress passed the National Scenic 
Trails Act which established the 2400 
mile non-vehicular trail extending from 
Canada to Mexico through the 
back-bone of the three western states. 
My appointment to the Council was to 
provide representation of the interests 
of the recreational vehicle enthusiasts. 
My chief intent is to ensure that those 
whom I represent do not lose access to 
areas which theyare now using. I left the 
two-day meeting with a strong feeling 
that our needs are being recognized and 
that the agencies and other recreational 
interests are more than willing to 
cooperate with us as long as we 
cooperate by keeping the trail 
non-vehicular. 


NEW FOREST MANAGEMENT - 

A highlight of the trip was meeting 
Mr. Douglas Liesz, the new USFS 
Regional Forester for most of California 
and with Mr. R. Max Peterson, the 
Regional Engineer. Mr. Liesz, although 
a former Californian, has just moved to 
this new assignment from his former 
post in Washington, D.C. During our 
meeting, I was able to inform him of the 
motorcyclists' plight to date in some of 
the National Forests. Likewise, I was 
also able to express our appreciation of 
those Forests (and Districts) which have 
helped us. 

We discussed the recent fiasco of the 
Cowbell Enduro, much of which was 
conducted on USFS-administered lands 
under permit. As we all know, this event 
obtained а great deal of adverse 
publicity. As a consequence, the USFS 
has been besieged with letters from 
outraged citizens demanding that 
motorcyclists. . be ^. excluded- © from 
National Forests. Mr. Liesz informed me 
that henceforth, permits for 
competition events in National Forests 
wil be subject to last-minute 
cancellation if in the opinion of the 
local Forest Superviosr, the weather and 
terrain conditions are unsuitable. (See 
Slo-Pokes Enduro story in this issue.) 

In my opinion, this is a justifiable 
condition but I could forsee a lot of 
inconvenience for the “rain or shine” 
enduro riders. Mr. Liesz quickly 
suggested that sponsoring clubs should 
lay out alternate, all-weather routes to 
which. they could switch if last-minute 
conditions dictated. Now, that makes 
good sense! And maybe someone can 
tell me why we haven’t done that in the 
past?
